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Russia on alert after 
suicide bombings 
kill 31 


MOSCOW (AFP) - At least 
14 people were killed Mon¬ 
day when a suicide bomber 
blew himself up on a packed 
trolleybus in Volgograd, rais¬ 
ing new concerns about secu¬ 
rity at the Sochi Olympics a 
day after a deadly attack on 
the southern Russian city's 
train station 

President Vladimir Putin 
ordered stepped-up security 
across the country after the 
trolleybus bombing at the 
peak of the morning rush and 
Sunday's suicide attack 
blamed on a suspected fe¬ 
male suicide bomber which 
claimed 17 lives. 

The attacks on Volgograd, 
which until this year had no 
record of re cent unrest, raised 
alarm about whether the on¬ 
going anti-Kremlin insur¬ 
gency m the Northern 
Caucasus could affect the 
Sochi Winter Games which 
open on February 7. 


The force of Monday's 
blast destroyed the number 
1.5A trolleybus, which was 
packed with early morning 
commuters and was turned 
into a tangle of wreckage 
with only its roof and front, 
remaning. 

Health ministry 

spokesman Oleg Salaga told 
Russian state television that. 
14 people were killed and 23 
wounded. 

Rus si an mv esti gat ors have 
opened a criminal probe into 
a suspected act of terror as 
well as the illegal carrying of 
weapons, the Investigative 
Committee sad. 

Olympic security fears 

The United States called 
for closer security coopera¬ 
tion with Russia after the 
bombings, saying it had of¬ 
fered Russia its full support, 
and warning Americans to 
stay vigilant.

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Reflections 2013 - Evaluating the pros and 

cons of island life, a personal view

As I mature, I have come to 
use a phrase with greater fre¬ 
quency: "The mare I learn, 
the less I know. 1 ' As a mem¬ 
ber of the news media with 
aur antennae always poised 
to absorb the latest happen¬ 
ing and commentary, l find 
this ss particularly true when 
reflecting on the many events 
of the past year, both local 
and internationally 

This year, Aruba had the 
drama of national elections 
Prior to that date, I had end¬ 
less discussions with various 
experts on the economy and 
social topics, yet the results 
proved they were very much 
out of touch wth the feelings 
o f the voting pubh c Wheth er 
you chalk up the histone 
AVP victory to an over- 
whelming vote d £ confi dence 
or party loyalties following 
same opposition candidates 
j aimng their p arty, even with¬ 
out that extra seat, Arubans 
were saying they like the 
steps the current administra¬ 
tion has taken over the last 
four years. 

As much as we grumbled 
over ail the roadwork and in¬ 
convenience, it must be ad¬ 
mitted the beautification of 
Qranjestad has been noted by 


visitors an d they rep Drt th ey 
are quite impressed Particu¬ 
larly those who have b een va- 
catiomng on the island for 
decades and truly see the dif¬ 
ference from when they first 
b egan visiting Aruba. 

There will always be a few 
who will b emoan die changes 
m the sleepy little island tiiey 
originally discovered, but 
from my interaction and in¬ 
terne wing regular visitors, I 
have found that is not the ma¬ 
jority reaction The holiday 
shopping season found the 
completed mam street again 
vibrandy active with families 
coming to enjoy the festive 
ambiance and beautifully fin¬ 
ished sidewalks. Small 
restaurants scattered through¬ 
out the town that held on and 
weathered the renovations, 
are again bustling with busi¬ 
ness. 

Many visitors forget that 
Aruba is a country and soci¬ 
ety beyond the glamorous 
fairy lands of the resorts. It 
has its social and economic 
issues to deal with, much like 
any community m the world. 
Being an island of eternal 
summer does not solve ail 
problems, resulting in a para¬ 
dise where everything is ab¬ 
solutely perfect. Taken within 
the context of being a 
Caribbean nation, Aruba has 
far surpassed its neighbors in 
regards to the standard of liv¬ 
ing, cleanliness, and hospital¬ 
ity Tins summation comes 
from die commentary and as¬ 
sessment of thousands who 
have traveled extensively 
through the region. 

In striving to maintain this 
high standard of living, there 


is bound to be changes. 
Aruba can not remain an 
aloof little dot on the map, it 
must be part of a global com¬ 
munity and economy to con¬ 
tinue to grow and proper. 
"Think globally and act lo¬ 
cally," has become a very 
popular catch phrase during 
lectures and presentations. 

On the other side of the ar¬ 
gument, is the lack o f innova¬ 
tion and creatively 
demonstrated by local entre¬ 
preneurs and investors, it 
would appear that too many 
new enterprises do not fully 
explore what is lacking m 
services or retail, or their po¬ 
tential existing competition. 
Restaurants are opening and 
closing within a year Cer¬ 
tainly, Dne look at the harbor 
ar ea wi il c onvince any p o t en - 
dal new business owner that 
the island is over saturated 
with jewelry shops. Their 
owners complain about busi¬ 
ness, citing the government 
needs to bring more cruise 
ships or attract vacationers to 
Oranjestad to shop, but 
shouldn't they first examine 
tileir decision to open yet an¬ 
other superfluous store? Why 
are they surprised when it is 
such a battle to compete with 
the many established shops 
who have worked for decades 
to build their clientele and 
word of mouth reputation? 
More imagination is certainly 
needed in the area of com¬ 
merce, and our Chamber of 
Commerce and a number of 
governmental agencies have 
made an effort to encourage 
tins. After over three 
decades of living on Aruba, 
visitors are always telling me 


"you must love it" Of cours e, 
I am not sitting on a beach ail 
day sipping an exotic frozen 
cocktail. Tins is great for a 
week or two, but would bore 
me silly within days 1 usu¬ 
ally have a standard answer, 
"Yes, it is beautiful...I do love 
that, it is a simpler life, and 
that, suits me One must be¬ 
come accustomed to the fact 
til at we usually cannot find 
what we need and 
want...when we need it and 
want it, but you make do." 
We learn to be adaptable, and 
to do without what many 
might consider 

necessities.... such as still 
washing dishes by hand, as 
the larger percentage of is¬ 
land homes do not have dish¬ 
washers, even m this day and 
age. 


What do I getm return for 
chapped hands? 1 can still 
freely walk my dog on the 
beach every evening to enj oy 
a stunning sunset, only min¬ 
utes from my house The 
drivers may be a little crazy 
at times, but I do not require 
snow tires, chains and rarely 
deal with slick roads or hav¬ 
ing to dig myself out of my 
driveway. I will not be 
trapped our lose electricity 
due to an ice storm. These are 
the physical benefits 

I feel a part of a diverse 
community, with friends 
from every part of the world. 
Wherever I go, every day, 1 
run into someone who greets 
me warmly, usually with a 
hug and kiss.

National Security Council 
spokeswoman Caitlin Hay¬

IOC head Thomas Bach 
condemned the attacks but 
said he was confident secu¬ 
rity would be solid at the 
Olympics. 

"The Olympic Games are 
about bringing people from 
all backgrounds and beliefs 
together to overcome our dif¬ 
ferences in a peaceful way," 
he sad. 

UN leader Ban Ki-moon 
and the UN Security Council 
said they were " outraged" by 
the latest attack, while Ger- 
man Chancellor Angela 
Merkel also condemned the 
attacks. 

Putin ordered security 
stepped up across Russia, 
with a special regime to be 
imp □ s ed in Vo 1 go grad. whi ch 
lies 690 kilometres (425 
miles} northeast of the Black 
Sea resort of Sochi, the na¬ 
tional anti-terror committee 
announced 

Federal Security Service 
(FSB) chief Alexander Bort¬ 
nikov flew to Volgograd and 
asked citizens to be under¬ 
standing about the extra secu¬ 
rity that may involve spot 
checks. 

"It is a necessary meas¬ 
ure," he said 

Russia is already prepar¬ 
ing to impose a "limited ac¬ 
cess" security cordon around 
Sochi from January 7 which 
will check all traffic and ban 


all non-resident cars from a 
wide area around the city. 

The head of the Russian 
Olympic Committee, Alexan¬ 
der Zhukov, said that there 
was no need for extra security 
measures in Sochi as "every¬ 
thing that is necessary has al¬

Journalist deaths rise to 70 in 2013: watchdog 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
numb er □ f j ourn all sts kill e d 
worldwide this year has risen 
to 7Q, including eight who 
lost their lives in the unusu¬ 
ally deadly month of Decem¬ 
ber,, a US-based watchdog 
said Monday 

Syria was the deadliest as¬ 
signment, resulting m 23 
deaths this year, CPJ said 
Ten journalists were killed in 
Iraq, including five in De¬ 
cember alone. 

The updated figures in¬ 
clude the deadly December 
bombing of an Iraqi TV sta¬ 


tion, and additional killings 
in Iraq, Syna and Indi a 
The toil is based on what 
CPJ calls "arigorous research 
process" to verify whether 
j o um all sts were kill ed as a di¬ 
rect result of their work. 

The toll as it stands now is 
down slightly from 74 in 2012. 
Bui CPJ is still investigating 
the 2013 deaths of 25 more 
j Dumalists to establish whether 
they were work-related 

More than a third of the 
journalists were killed in 
combat or crossfire, while 20 
percent died dunng some 


other type of dangerous as¬ 
signment. 

At least 63 journalists 
have perished covering the 
civil war in Syria since it 
broke out in 2D 11 

The third deadliest coun¬ 
try for journalists in 2 D13 was 
Egypt, with six deaths, fol¬ 
lowed by Pakistan with five, 
Somalia with four, India, the 
Philippines and Brazil with 
three each and Russia and 
Mali with two each. Turkey, 
Bangladesh, Colombia and 
Libya each saw one journalist 
death, CPJ said

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States is still investigat¬ 
ing last year's attack on its 
diplomatic mission in Beng¬ 
hazi but has no evidence that 
“core AJ-Qaeda" leaders di¬ 
rected the assault in which four 
Americans died, a US official 
said Monday. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Marie Harf said, how¬ 
ever, that some of the mi lit ants 
who earned out the deadly op¬ 
eration on September 11, 2012 
may "have taken inspiration 
from Al-Qaeda ideology 11 

She was speaking after the 
Hew York Times published a 
lengthy investigation which 
found no evidence that the Al- 
Qaeda network had direct in¬ 
volvement in the attack, in 
winch ambassador Chris 
Stevens and three other Amer¬ 
icans were killed. 

Militants stormed the mis¬ 
sion m Benghazi, eastern 
Libya, before later attacking a 
nearby C l A annex. Local lead¬ 
ers interviewed by the Times 
report blamed local fighters for 
the assault, which roiled the 
2012 US presidential elections 

Republicans have repeatedly 
accused Democratic President 
Barack Obama's of trying to 
cover-up the real events of at¬ 
tack, after then US ambassador 
to the United Nations Susan 
Rice said the assault was the 
result of a "spontaneous" 
protest against an inflamma¬ 
tory anti-Islamic video. 

The Times also found that 
anger at the video, entitled “In¬ 
nocence of Muslims" winch 
had already sparked demon¬ 
strations in other Arab nations, 
"motivated the initial attack "

Petrobras in $1.6bn offshore seiloff to

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Brazilian state oil giant Petro¬ 
bras said Monday it had sold 
Shell and India's ONGC 
Videsh its 35 percent stake m 
the Parque das Conchas off¬ 
shore project for $l.d3d bil¬ 
lion 

Petr obi as said the deal fol¬ 
lowed through on an August 
agreement with Anglo Dutch 
Shell and ONGC Videsh the 
overseas unit of India's biggest 
oil explorer, to sell off its stake 
in the "EC-IQ" zone, compos¬ 


ing five fields located in the 
south-east Campos Basin area. 

The deal was approved by 
Brazilian regulatory authori¬ 
ties. 

“Shell and ONGC Videsh 
have exercised their pre-emp¬ 
tion rights for the retrospective 
acquisition of 23 percent (for 
Shell) and 12 percent (for 
ONGC Videsh) of the Petro¬ 
bras stake," the Brazilian giant 
said m a statement. 

The Parque das Conchas 
blocs produced an average of 


£,dDO barrels per day in 2013, 
Petrobras added. 

Last, month Petrobras sold 
off its Peruvian subsidiary to 
China's CNPC for $2.d billion 
as part of a $9.9billion pro¬ 
gram of divestments. 

The company wants to con¬ 
centrate its 2013-2017 plans on 
tapping huge deepwater 'pre¬ 
set' deposits offffie country's 
Atlantic coast. 

Though gearing up for the 
pre-salt bonanza-- the deposits 
buried beneath several kilome¬ 


ters of ocean, bedrock and hot 
salt beds may hold up to 100 
billion barrels of high-quality 
recoverable crude -- Petrobras 
has seen its share price buf¬ 
feted 

Its price has slumped 34 per- 
cent in 2013 overproduction 
fall offs and also a government 
policy of subsidizing fuel, hit¬ 
ting the firm s pro fit ability. 

The fall off has seen the oil 
giant's market capitalization 
slide from $124 7 billion to 
$90.5 billion.

Turkey 'takes $100 billion hit* from political 
turmoil 


ANKARA (AFP) - The polit¬ 
ical crisis engulfing Turkish 
Prime Minister Re cep Tayyip 
Erdogan has cost tire economy 
$ 1 □ D billion, a top official said 
Monday, as financial markets 
rebounded from a massive 
fire efall 

Deputy Prime Minister Bu- 
leirt Anne also fired off a new 
salvo against a powerful group 
that the government charges is 
behind a sweeping corruption 
probe tliat has shaken the very 
core of Erdagan's admmstration 

He said tiie government was 
working Dir a legal pi air against 
judges and prosecutors ac¬ 
cused of wrongdoing or abuse 
of power -- a reference to the 
movement headed by influen- 
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tial US-based cleric and for¬ 
mer ally FethuUah Gulen. 

He said the graft probe was 
a "plot aimed at tarnishing 
Turkey's prestige at home and 
abroad", a frequent govern¬ 
ment refrain since tire scandal 
erupted two weeks ago. 

"We are talking about dam¬ 
age of over $ 10□ billion," 
Anne said after Erdogan 
hosted Ins first cabinet meeting 
since a major reshuffle last 
week forced by the resignation 
of three ministers over the 
probe 

Turkey had been seen as a 
model of democracy in the 
Muslim world and an emerg¬ 
ing economic power but the 
crisis sent its currency and 
shares plunging. 

However, the lira rallied to 
2.1239 against the dollar Mon¬ 
day after kitting a record low 
of 2.17 last week as Erdogan 


faced mass protests and grow¬ 
ing calls to resign. 

The Istanbul stock exchange 
surged (5.42 percent. 

Erdogan, struggling to keep 
his grip on power after II 
years as the country's almost 
unassailable strongman, has 
vowed he would survive what 
he has branded a "dirty" plot to 
try to topple him. 

A stun g o f p ubli c fi gure s m - 
eluding high-profile business¬ 
men and the sans of three 
ministers were rounded up on 
December 17 over allegations 
of bribery for construction 
projects as well as illicit 
money transfers to sauctions- 
int Iran. 

Local media reports have 
also suggested his son Bilal 
may face investigation. 

The government has sug¬ 
gested that Gulen loyalists, 
who wield considerable influ¬ 


ence in the police and judici¬ 
ary, were forcing the corrup¬ 
tion inquiry to undermine 
Erdogan in the runup to the 
March elections. 

It is the worst crisis since 
June when Erdogan faced 
mass street demonstrations 
against what critics said was 
his increasingly authoritarian 
rule and attempts to impose Jus 
Islamic values on society.

The German racing legend was heli¬ 
coptered off a mountain in the upmarket Meribef resort Sunday after falling and slam¬ 
ming his head on a rock while skiing off-piste with his 14-year-old son. News of the 
accident stunned the Formula One community and racing stars joined German Chan¬ 
cellor Angela Merkel and legions of fans in expressing their hopes for his recovery. 
Ooctors at the hospital in the southeastern city of Grenoble where Schumacher is 
being treated said on Monday their famous patient was fighting for his life. Doctors 
said it was too early to say whether Schumacher, who is due to turn 45 on January 3, 
would pull through.

The Browns began the

Chudzinski after one sea¬ 
son just hours after Cleve¬ 
land lost 20-7 to 
Pittsburgh to conclude a 
4-12 campaign. 

On Monday, the axe fell 
for Washington's Mike 
Shanahan after a 3-13 sea¬ 
son, Detroit's Jim 

Schwartz following a 7-9 
campaign and Min¬ 

nesota's Leslie Frazier 
after the Vikings went 5-10 
with one draw. 

The Buccaneers, owned 
by the same Glazer family 
that owns English Premier 
League side Manchester 
United, went one better, 
firing both general man¬ 
ager Mark Domanik and 
coach Greg Schiano after 
a 4-12 season that began 
with eight fosses in a row 
and ended with three de¬ 
feats in a row. 

Dominik had been with 
the team since 1995 and 
spent the past five years 
as general manager, hiring 
Schiano before the 2012 
season. But the Sues 
went 11-21 in his tenure. 

Schwartz took over the 
Lions in 2009 after the 
team endured the worst 
season in NFL history at 
0-1S. He finished five sea¬ 
sons with a £9-51 mark. 

The Vikings surren¬

But die Chargers' defensive 
unit lined up improperly on die 
play, video evidence showed

"On the play, San Diego 
lined up with seven men an 
one side of the snapper Tins 
should have been penalized as 
an illegal formation by the de¬ 


fense," die NFL saidm a state¬ 
ment. 

No more than six players 
can be on the line on either 
side of tire center when the b all 
is snapped under NFL rules 

"The penalty far illegal for¬ 
mation by the defense is a lass 
of five yards," the NFL said 
Had the correct call been 
made, Succop would have had 
a second chance at the winning 
lack in regulation.
